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ANNUAL REPORT OF TOWN PLAN COMMISSION 
a 

The Town Plan Commission held thirteen meetings and two public 
hearings during the past year. At the meeting held October 11, 1937, 
Edwin Burdick was elected Chairman and Laura H. Gorton Secretary for 
the fiscal year. 

The Budget of $1,000.00 for the following work was approved by the 
Board of Finance: Engineering, street signs, street numbering, and inci- 
dental expense including cost of public hearings. Details of expenditures 
of this appropriation appear elsewhere in the Town Report. 

The project of street numbering was completed by the Commission 
in all congested areas of the town. Twenty-five street sign posts oi the 
type used in West Hartford, have been purchased and will soon be ready 
for erection. 

Public hearings were held on the following maps: Parker Terrace 
Extension, and Mountain Road (change of alignment), and the acceptance 
of the streets as mapped recommended to the town after the hearings. 
Sub-Division maps approved for filing were: Park Road, Alfred H. Pratt, 
South Glastonbury; Chestnut Hill Terrace, Heber H. Beadle (when map 
is corrected with curve radius of 100 feet); Overlook Tract No. 2, Felix 
Monzeglio and Laura H. Gorton; also street from Williams to Ripley 
Road, Raymond A. Hardin. 

An important vote passed during the year was as follows: 

Voted: That the Town Plan Commission withhold their approval of 
any street layouts having center line curve radius of less than 100 feet 
or grade at center line in excess of ten percent (10%). 

The records of the Commission from its beginning were typed and 
bound, and the originals deposited with the Town Clerk. 

The Building Inspector’s reports were examined monthly and a 
summary of his annual report to the Commission is as follows: 


166 building permits (estimated cost) $183,498.00 
178 electrical permits (estimated cost) __._. 16,390.00 
82 plumbing permits (estimated cost) 26,163.00 


Total number of new dwellings—27 

The Inspector is paid on a fee basis, and received $836.00 for his 
compensation. A request for larger compensation for Inspector Simpson 
was tabled, as no allowance was made for it on this year’s budget.

To the Voters of the Town of Glastonbury, Connecticut: At the 
annual Town Meeting in 1937 a Committee was appointed to consider 
possible improvements to the Town Hall and its surrounding grounds. 
The Committee took advice from the work of a former Committee and 
from the First Selectman, and as a report offers the following observa- 
tions and recommendations: ' 

1. The present original brick structure is of sound construction and 
is an appropriate style of architecture for its present use and surround- 
ings. 

2. It is at present disfigured by antiquated and ugly outbuildings on 
the east end, by a tree that is dangerous and out of place, and by shrubs 
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that are no longer decorative. The grounds in front of the building are 
disfigured because of lack of an appropriate driveway. 

3. It is poorly lighted, inadequately heated, and lacks proper modern 
toilet facilities. It needs minor repairs and painting. The shutters 
which -entirely cover the windows detract from the proportions of the 
building and give it a gloomy appearance. Therefore, the Committee 
recommends that the Town vote to restore the original beauty of the 
building and make it adequate for modern use by: 

1. Rebuilding the chimney and painting up brick work where it 

needs it. 

2. Paint all exterior woodwork white. 

3. Remove shutters from windows and either hang them on hinges 
so that the windows may be exposed to the sunlight, or discard 
the shutters entirely. 

4. Redecorate the interior of the hall. 

5. Remove all outbuildings. Remove the poplar tree at the east 
end of the building and rearrange foundation plantings so as to 
decorate rather than obscure the building. (Note: Do not re- 
move ivy now on the building). 

6. Remove partitions in the east end of the hall, remove the plat- 
form and build a lower semi-circular platform more in proportion 
to the size of the hall. 

7. Excavate and construct a basement as shown in the accompany- 
ing plan, with exterior windows, service door, partitions and 
stairways as indicated. 

8. Install new and adequate electric light fixtures. 

9. Install adequate hot air heating plant, with an oil burner. 

10. Instali modern toilet facilities as indicated and connect to a 

septic tank. 

11. Careful estimates show that the above construction and installa- 
tion can be completed for"$2,300 worth of materials, and $2,693 
worth of W. P. A. labor. . 

12. Construct a driveway as shown on the accompanying plan, with 
asphalt binder and concrete curb. 

The Committee is of the opinion that this work can be separated 
into units so that the cost can be carried over as much time as may 
seem necessary and when it is completed the town will have a usable 
and attractive Town Hall at a very modest cost.

By-Law Relating to Sidewalks in the Town of Glastonbury 

Section 1. Whenever the owner or occupant of any land fronting up- 
on any street or highway in the Town of Glastonbury shall neglect to 
make or pave any sidewalk within the time and in the manner ordered 
by a vote of the town at a duly warned town meeting held for that pur- 
pose, or shall neglect or refuse to keep his sidewalk in good repair, it 
shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen to make and repair the same 
and the cost of making or repairing and interest thereon shall be and re- 
‘main a lien in favor of the town upon the adjoining premises that are 
liable to be assessed therefor, but a certificate thereof shall be recorded 
in accordance with Section 2 of this by-law, and said lien may be fore- 
closed in the same manner as mortgages of real estate, or the town may 
recover the same of the party or parties liable therefor by a proper action 
at law. 

Section 2. Upon the final layout or completion of the construction 
of any sidewalk, the Board of Selectmen shall give public notice thereof 
and that benefits are due and payable, by publication twice in a daily 
newspaper having a circulation in the Town of Glastonbury and all bene- 
fits assessed therefor shall be immediately due and payable. If the actu- 
al cost of construction of any sidewalk shall be less than the sum esti- 
mated by the Board of Selectmen and assessed upon the parties bene- 
fited, each of the parties so assessed shall be entitled to a proportionate 
deduction from his assessment. Said benefits shall be a lien upon the 
land on account of which they are assessed, which said lien shall com- 
mence and attach to said land from the time of passage by the town meet- 
ing of the vote laying out or ordering the construction of said sidewalk, 
provided that the same shall not remain a lien thereon for a longer peri- 
od than three months from date of last publication of the notice of final 
layout or completion of said sidewalk and that the benefits assessed 
therefor are due and payable, unless the Board of Selectmen shall within 
that time lodge with the Town Clerk of the Town of Glastonbury, for 
record, a certificate signed by the First’ Selectman of the Town of Gias- 
tonbury, describing the premises, the amount assessed, and the sidewalk 
for which it was assessed. 

Section 3. The Board of Selectmen, or their authorized agents, shall 
supervise the construction of sidewalks laid under the provisions of the 
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foregoing section, but such inspection shall not relieve the contractor 
from any obligation to perform the work strictly in accordance with 
these rules, regulations and specifications or from responsibility which 
he is expected to assume. The contractor shall guarantee his work for 
a period of one year after completion against any failure caused hy de- 
fective materials or defective workmanship, and will make good at his 
own expense such defects, if so ordered, to the satisfaction of said Board 
of Selectmen. 

Section 4. The owner, agent of owner, or occupant of any building 
on land bordering upon any street, square or public place within the 
town where there is a sidewalk, paved or planked, shall cause to be re- 
moved therefrom any and all snow, sleet and ice within two hours 
after the same shall have fallen, been deposited or found, or within three 
hours after sunrise when the same shall have fallen in the night season; 
and whenever any such sidewalk or any part thereof shall be covered 
with ice, the owner, agent or occupant of the building or lot adjacent 
thereto shall, within the space of one hour thereafter during the daytime, 
cause said sidewalk to be made safe and convenient by removing ice 
therefrom or by covering the same with sand or some other suitable 
substance. 

Section 5. The owner, agent of the owner or occupant of any build- 
ing or lot of land, whose duty it is to clear the sidewalk adjacent thereto, 
who shall violate any of the provisions of the foregoing section or refuse 
or neglect to comply with the same, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and, upon conviction, shall be fined the sum of two dollars for 
_each offense and each and every hour of refusal or neglect to comply 
with such provision shall be deemed a separate offense. Said penalty 
shall not, however. exceed the sum of twenty dollars for any one period 
of neglect, provided, however, that in prosecutions against owners or 
their agents, the defendant shall be allowed to show that the occupant of 
premises has agreed to conform to all fines for violation thereof and 
the proof of such, also whenever a private corporation shall violate the 
provisions of this by-law, the officers and directors of said corporation 
shall be. personally liable to pay the fine herein provided for. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen to cause 
to be cleared and cared for, in accordance with the provisions above, all 
sidewalks properly belonging to the Town of Glastonbury and not ad- 
joining the land of private individuals or private corporations, except 
such sidewalks which are in special charge of other town officials, and 
it shall be the duty of all town officers to cause’to be cleared, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of said section, all sidewalks fronting on land 
under their official charge, and said Board of Selectmen and other town 
officials shall be personally liable to the same penalties for any neglect 
in relation to the walks so under their official charge as are private per- 
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sons for a like offense. — 
Voted: To adopt the following By-Law: 
By-Laws Relating to the Question of Establishing, Maintaining and 
Conducting Parks, Playgrounds and Recreational Places 
in the Town of Glastonbury 
Amendment: 

Section 1. The town shall establish, maintain, and conduct a park, 
playground, and recreation field on that property now owned by the 
Town of Glastonbury, now or formerly used and occupied by the Williams 
Memorial Golf Club, together with such other property adjacent thereto 
as may be necessary therefor as may be acquired under the provisions 
of Section 3 of this by-law. 

Section 2. The maintenance and management of all public parks 
and playgrounds in the Town of Glastonbury, except playgrounds con- 
nected with public schools, shall be under the direction, supervision, and 
control of the Board of Selectmen. 

Section 3. The Board of Selectmen may acquire, by lease or other- 
wise, except by purchase, the use of such land adjacent to land now 
owned by the Town of Glastonbury and occupied by the Williams Me- 
morial Golf Club, as may be reasonably necessary for the establishment 
of a golf course or field for recreational sports, provided, however, 
that no lease or other arrangements for the use of said adjacent land 
shall continue for a period exceeding two years from its date. 

Section 4. In the maintenance and management of said golf course 
and recreation field. the Board of Selectmen shall: 

(a) Keep and maintain said field in good repair and condition for 

use by the general public of the Town of Glastonbury. 

(b) Make such rules and regulations as may be reasonably necessary 
for the care, maintenance and use of said golf course. 

(c) Establish and provide for the collection of reasonable fees for 
the use of said golf course from the persons using the same. 

(d) Account for and pay over to the treasurer of the town all moneys 
collected for the use of said golf course or otherwise on account 
thereof on the tenth day of each month for the preceding month. 

Section 5. This by-law shall not be construed in any way to affect 
the present care, control or maintenance of the Glastonbury Green Park 
lying adjacent to the Town Hall. 

Voted: To adopt the following By-Law: 


By-Law Relating to the Plans of Sub-Division of Lands in the 
Town of Glastonbury 


Section 1. No plan of a sub-division of land shall be filed or record- 
ed until it shall have been approved by the Town Plan Commission and 
an entry of such approval shall have been made on the plan by the 
chairman or secretary of the commission. 
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(2) Before.exercising the powers granted by this section, the Town 
Plan Commission shall adopt regulations governing the sub-division of 
land, which may include provisions for the width and arrangement of 
streets, for the establishment of building and veranda lines, for the 
width and area of lots, for the manner in which streets shall be graded 
and improved, for adequate and convenient open spaces for traffic, recre- 
ation, light and air, and for the avoidance of an undue density of popu- 
lation. 


No regulation shall be adopted by said commission hereunder con- 
flicting with zoning regulations of the town in force at the time of iis 
adoption. 


(3) The Town Plan Commission shall approve or disapprove a sub- 
division plan within thirty days after the submission thereof to it; other- 
wise such plan shall be deemed to have been approved and a certificate 
to that effect shall be issued by the Town Plan Commission on demand. 
The reason for disapproval of any plan shall be stated upon the records 
of the commission. Any plan submitted to the Town Plan Commission 
shall contain the name and address of a person to whom notice of hear- 
ing is to be sent, and no plan shall be acted on by the Town Plan Com- 
mission without a public hearing having been held thereon, notice of the 
time and place of which shall be sent by registered mail not less than 
five days before the date fixed therefor. 


(4) Any person who, as owner or agent of the owner of any land 
located within the jurisdiction of the Town Plan Commission, shall trans- 
fer or sell or agree to sell or negotiate to sell any land, by reference to 
or exhibition of or by any other use of a sub-division plan before such 
plan shall have been approved by the Town Plan Commission and re- 
corded or filed in the office of the Town Clerk, shall forfeit not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for each lot so 
transferred or sold or agreed or negotiated t» be sold. and the description 
of such lots by metes and bounds in the instrument of transfer or other 
_document used in the process of selling or transferring shall not exempt 
such person from such penalty. The Town of Glastonbury shall enjoin 
such transfer or sale or agreement by action for injunction or take 
action to recover such penalty by civil action. 


(5) For the purpose of this section, the term “street” or “streets” 
shall mean and include streets, avenues, boulevards, roads, lanes, alleys 
and other ways; “sub-division” shall mean the division of a tract or par- 
cel of land into three or more lots in such a manner as to require the 
provision of a street or streets for the purpose, whether immediate or 
future, of sale or building development, and shall include re-subdivision 
and, when appropriate to the context, shal! relate to the process of sub- 
dividing or to the land or area sub-divided.

The special committee appointed to investigate the proposed plan 
for development of the Dickinson property presented a report as follows: 

A meeting of the committee of five appointed at a recent town meet- 
ing, was held June 23, 1938, at the home of Mr. Stanley Shibles. The 
following were present: M. Simpson, A. W. Kinne, E. Liewellyn, L. O. 
Kinne. The committee looked over the Dickinson, tract along New 
London Turnpike and went through the old Dickiason house. The fol- 
lowing recommendations were tentatively adopted by the committee: 


1. That the land along the east side of New London Turnpike be> 


plotted into lots of at least 100 feet width and running back 300 feet be- 
ginning at the north end of the Dickinson tract. ) 

2. That appropriate highways be located, to be of 50 feet width and 
running east and west so as to permit access to the eastern part of the 
tract, as may later become desirable. 

3. That the Town of Glastonbury give lots at no expense to the 
prospective home builder with 100 foot frontage along New London Turn- 
pike and running easterly to a depth of 300 feet—a bond for a deed to be 
given including appropriate provision that a house costing not less than 
$4,000, shall be started within six months from the date of the bond, and 
with the further provision that such a house shall be completed ready for 
occupancy within eighteen months. Any person desiring an additional 
25 foot frontage with 300 foot depth immediately adjoining the 100 foot 
plot. shall be given such additional 25 foot frontage provided the house 
to be built on the lot shall cost at least $5,000, with the further pre 
vision that additional plots of 25 feet shall be given so that a total of 
200 foot frontage would be allowed provided the house cost at least $8,000. 

4. That a clause be included in the deed reconveying the property to 
the Town of Glastonbury if any of the terms of the conveyance are not 
met by the applicant within eighteen months. 

5. That the Dickinson home be sold for $250 with the understanding 
that the house shall be removed from its present location. 

6. That a commission be appointed by the voters of the Town of 
Glastonbury to administer the development of this tract, investigate 
prospective land owners with full power and authority to pass upon 
their credit rating and financial ability to carry through on the plans out- 
lined. : 

7. That all prospective land owners shall be required to give reason- 
able evidence of credit responsibility and ability to meet terms of the 
land transfer agreement. 

Voted: To accept the report of this committee. 
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Voted: To accept the following resolution: Be It Resolved: That a 
Commission consisiting of seven members be appointed by this Town 
Meeting, which Commission shall be in charge of the development of the 
so-called Dickinson property, now owned by the Town of Glastonbury, 
and which Commission shall have full authority to carry out the develop- 
ment of said property along the lines suggested in the report of the pre- 
sent Committee. 

The following to consist the committee: Stanley Shibles, Myron 
Simpson, A. W. Kinne, Ernest Llewellyn, L. O. Kinne, Walter Foley, and 
B. Floyd Turner. 

On a resolution presented by A. B. Goodrich, it was: 

Voted: That the Town of Glastonbury hereby lease the old Naubuc 
School property at the corner of Main and Pratt Streets, to the Glaston- 
bury Fire Department for a term of ten (10) years, with the privilege of 
renewal, at a yearly rental of $100, and 

Be it further Resolved: That the Board of Selectmen be hereby au- 
thorized to proceed with the necessary ‘epairs and alterations to the 
building to make it suitable for a Fire Headquarters—this to be accom- 
plished by a W. P. A. Project, at a cost to the town for material not to 
exceed Hight Hundred (800) Dollars. 

A motion was offered by J. W. Purtill asking for an additional ap- 
propriation of $800.00 for police protection. The vote was by acclama- 
tion, and the motion was declared lost. 

A motion presented by L. W. Stevenson asking for an additional 
appropriation of $4,500.00 for Outdoor Relief. Considerable discussion 
from the floor as to what was meant by Outdoor Relief. A vote by ac- 
clamation followed, and the motion was declared lost. 

Mr. Edwin Burdick reported on the Sewer Committees progress since 
the last town meeting. A letter was read from S. H. Wadhams, Director 
of the State Water Commission, in which this body recommended that 
the Town of Glastonbury seriovsly consider the installation of a modified 
sewage disposal system as a start towards a complete plan for the whole 
town. Another letter from Thomas F. Bowe, Consulting Engineer, which 
letter was as follows:

The study is based on constructing a sewage treatment plant and 
outfall line to the Connecticut River; the building of a trunk sewer from 
the proposed sewage treatment works to a point in Naubuc Avenue where 
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it is proposed to intercept the flow from an existing sewer; and, also, 
from the sewage treatment plant to a poiut in Main Street where the 
proposed trunk line will intercept an existing sewer. 
Estimate of Cost 

The following estimate includes a figure for the pean tien of ease- 
ments through private right of way, as well as sufficient real estate up- 
on which to construct the plant. 

Cost of trunk sewers, treatment plant and appurtenances $67,518.09

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF POLICE COMMISSIONERS 
For the Year Ending October 15, 1938 


The Board of Police Commissioners in the Town of Glastonbury was 
created by Chapter 126 of the Special Acts of General Assembly of the 
State of Connecticut at the January Session 1937. 

At the regular town election of 1937 the following Police Commission- 
ers were duly elected and qualified: George W. Preli, Joseph C. Tiboni, 
J. William Purtill, Donald H. Hunt, F. Howard Carrier, and Samuel W. 
Friend. 

The several commissioners held their first meeting on October 15th, 
1937. and elected J. William Purtill, Chairman, and Donald H. Hunt, Sec- 
retary. The Commission then proceeded to set up a temporary police 
system to take care of the needs of the town, and then set out in its 
quest for information of the needs for a town of about 6000 population 
and an area larger than the combined areas of the towns of East Hart- 
ford, Hartford, and Wethersfield. 

The Commissioners realized that in order to be of service to those 
parts of the town located some distance from Glastonbury Center, or 
wherever the police officer might happen to be at a time when his assist- 
ance was necessary, that a new form of communication system was 
necessary in order to make for efficiency. Accordingly, two radio com- 
munication receivers were purchased and installed in the police cruiser 
and at police headquarters, with the result that many more police calls 
have been forthcoming and speedily executed. 

The Police Commission was fortunate in having a personnel of super- 
numeries and officers available who had previously been associated with 
the late Chief Michael Muccio. His efforts and accomplishments during 
his term as an officer gave the Commission a foundation from which to 
build the present compact and efficient system of policing. 

The Commissioners have not been unmindful of the fact that a gov- 
erning body such as they represent usually has a tendency to expand be- 
yond the limits of service with efficiency and the cost of such service. 
Accordingly, the Board has adopted a system of closely scrutinizing all 
the costs of operation during the first year of its operation with the 
intent to profit by this experience and apply the present knowledge 
gained to the revising of the present, or adoption of a better system. 

Probably the one element of public protection which has given a 
great deal of trouble to the Commission and the Police Department is 
the system of protecting highway crossings at the several schools in an 
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economical manner. Several systems and changes of schedule have been 
tried, all without the degree of success and economy that was contem- 
plated, but with the wholehearted cooperation of the full time officers 
who have at times worked on a basis of sixteen hours a day without 
added compensation, until a new system could be put into operation. 
The problem of protecting two or more school crossings simultaneously 
with a force of two officers who were otherwise filling a twelve hour 
schedule, is still a problem, but must be provided for to promote efficien- 
cy and maintain the morale of the personnel of the Police Department. 


Police Activities 


The Chief of Police presents a written report of the activities of the 
Police Department at each monthly meeting of the Board of Commission- 
ers.

Costs of Operation 


Prior to October 15, 1937, the police powers of the Town of Glaston- 
bury were vested in the Board of Selectmen, who carried out these 
powers through the several constables and special officers, and operated 
on a budget based upon the immediate expenses of this group. On Octo- 
ber 15, 1937, and thereafter, the Board of Police Commissioners were 
given certain enumerated powers together with “all duties and powers 
belonging to the Board of Selectmen—with reference to the police...’ 
as stated in Chapter 126, Section 4, Special Acts 1937. | 

Accordingly, the Board found that its duties and powers exceeded 
those relinquished by the Selectmen, and with these duties came certain 
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minor expenses that heretofore had not been budgeted under the former 
police budgets. These added items were not new expenses to the town, 
but were rather those expenses which heretofore had been included in a 
budget other than that of the. Police Department. 

The Board is conscious of its duty to provide the Town of Glaston- 
bury with a police system commensurate with the demand, needs and 
economies of the townspeople. The Board welcomes criticism and in- 
vites any interested party, or representatives of civic bodies, to appear 
before it to be heard, or to make inquiry as to the policy and intentions 
of the Commission upon any matters.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


“This monument is erected to the memory of four lovely 
and promising sons 
Burridge died Dec. 20, 1794 in the 12th year of his age. 
Ozias died Feb. 23, 1795 in the 7th year of his age. 
Appleton died Feb. 24, 1795 in the 9th year of his age. 
Calvin died Feb. 25, 1795 in the 12th year of his age.” 

The story of the annihilation of the children of this family inscribed 
on a tombstone in the Eastbury Cemetery depicts the story of public 
health in 179495. Darkened and softened with age, other tombstones 
reveal the death during this period of thirty-five children under 12 years 
of age; deaths due to an uncontrollable epidemic of diphtheria. Com- 
pare this with the present. 

Since 1930, when inoculation of school children with diptheria toxoid 
became an annual event, Glastonbury has had no cases of diphtheria ex- 
cept one, and that in an adult. In earlier days, the annual rate among 


children was expected to be high. Now. even the death of one child is a 


calamity stirring the entire community. 

During past decades typhoid fever was epidemic every fall and 
winter; tubercuios glands and tuberculosis of the lungs were common 
among children and young adults. Cholera infantum, remembered by 
our elders, kept the grave-digger busy. Smallpox, the great disfigurer, 
caused scars no cosmetics could hide. Who is familiar with these dis- 
eases? Why are they little mentioned at present? Why? Because 
through constant vigilance, health officers and sanitary engineers are 
constantly on the alert to protect the public from diseases which, while 
rare at present, would soon sweep the country, if our health laws were 
suspended, and our health experts removed. 


In the safety of their living, people have forgotten or know. not 


that around them is spread the protective shield of the departments of 
public health, isolating disease, supervising the purification of water, the 


ee 
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disposal of sewerage, the pasteurization of milk, the immunizing of chil- 
dren. They take for granted that their water, their milk, their foods 
are safe from infectious disease, and that their children are protected 
against contagious disease. But by their own satisfying safety, they 
create a vast body of inertia and ignorance which handicaps the health 
officer in his constant duty of protecting the public from the ravages of 
devastating diseases. 

From the U. S. Dept. of Health and the State Dept. of Health down 
to the individual health officer in each city or tiny town a common know- 
ledge extends, knowledge of the ways and means of preventing disease 
and protecting the public. It is not possible to impart this knowledge to 
each individual and secure his intelligent cooperation. Therefore, laws 
have been passed by enlightened legislatures for the purpose of com- 
pelling, where necessary, compliance with this knowledge. These laws: 
are many in number and broad in scope. Seldom are they invoked as: 
most individuals are cooperative in carrying them out. It is only when 
ignorant or arrogant individuals or communities oppose these laws passed 
by their own representatives that legal pressure is brought to bear. 

Until rccently, Glastonbury had been outstanding as a healthful com- 
munity, cooperating with local and state health authorities in promoting 
measures and plans to protect the heaith of the community. Recently, 
new residents, unfamiliar with the law, unfamiliar with the people’s in- 
terest in their children, have built opposition based on ignorance and 
misrepresentation. If the thinking people of the town, permit this situa- 
tion to continue. there is no reason why health authorities should co- 
operate by advice and suggestion. The statutes pertaining to public 
health, must and will be enforced. 

Just as in past decades ignorance caused the death of many children, 
so at the present time, the health and well-being of our children would be 
menaced by a complacent attitude toward violation of health regulations. 
Children have no voice in the administration of town government nor in 
the appropriation of money heeded for their welfare. They must depend 
on their parents and on the taxpayers. When even these fail them, they 
must depend on the laws of the state and the enforcing officers. In mat- 
ters pertaining to public health, these children can depend on the whole 
hearted support and protection of the present health officer. No individual 
nor group of individuals is persuasive enough to influence the attitude of 
this department. 


* % * * * 


Fifteen years ago, Glastonbury showed signs of growth. Annually 
since then, there has been increasing real estate development with 
centralization of commercial houses at the north end of the town. Five 
small real estate sub-divisions in scattered areas are being promoted. 

Increased building, increased density of population and larger school 
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enrollment have brought new problems in health and sanitation, problems 
which have been studied with a view to protecting the sil health and 
improving the general welfare. 

These new problems pertain particularly to the schools, and the dis- 
posal of sewerage. Due to the misinformation of part of our citizens, and 
the apathy of others, a solution to these problems has not been reached. 
Detailed explanations of these health problems are given below.

Individual complaints about sanitary situations creating nuisances 
have increased this year. This is partly due to the fact that new build- 
ings have been improperly equipped with septic tanks and drainage later- 


als and partly due to unsatisfactory operation of drainage systems in- 
stalled many years ago. 
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Three vears ago, the town studied the matter of sewerage disposal, 
preliminary plans being drawn by a sanitary engineer and application 
made for a P. W. A. Ioan. The loan was granted by the government but 
was rejected at a town meeting in October 1935. 

In June of this year, the State Water Commission requested the 
town to reconsider the matter. The commission pointed out that Glas- 
tonbury was one of three towns north of Middletown on the Connecticut 
River which poured raw sewerage into the river or its tributaries. 

Laws passed by the Legislature require the State Water. Commission 
to take action where individuals, corporations or towns pollute the 
streams, rivers and other waterways of the state. The town is now re- 
considering the advisability of eliminating this pollution. 

Town sewers are three in number, all at the north end. Originally 
laid as storm sewers, they have been used as sewerage lines since 1912 
when property owners were permitted to connect to this system by vote 
of the town. One line draining part of Hebron Avenue, Colchester 
Avenue, Main Street, from Sta. No. 35 to No. 33, Grove Street and Nau- 
buc Avenue to Salmon Brook deposits its sewerage into the latter brook. 
The second line begins at Sta. No. 37 running down Main Street emptying 
into Hubbard Brook. The third line carries sewerage to the river from 
the High School, Academy School and the Williams Memorial Building. 

The present system is being used to service town buildings and indi- 
vidually owned buildings, the latter by permission of the town. Any 
correction of it must be by town action. : 

The Hebron Avenue Naubuc Avenue line is overloaded, being at its 
largest part only a sixteen inch main. Connected to it are several com- 
mercial buildings, residences and a laundry. As it is a storm sewer as 
. well, at the time of heavy rains it becomes so overloaded, sewerage backs 
up into several connecting lines with damage to the system. 

This inadequate sewer system, however, is only a small part of the 
wide-spread probiem of sewerage disposal. Considering only the thickly 
settled portions of the town, the following number of buildings (aside 
from those connected to the above sewers) have been found to empty 
their sewerage directly or indirectly into the waters within the town.

Seattered about the town are many others. Several of the buildings 
in those numbered above do not even empty their sewerage into the 
water, but eject it in great filthy, slimy, ten foot poois over the banks of 
the streams or the meadow hill. These piles of filth are excellent feeding 
and breeding places for flies who delight in traveling from their mal- 
odorous dining table to the dining table of their human neighbors. 

Glastonbury may voluntarily do nothing about a concrete method 
planned to remedy the gross pollution of its streams and meadow banks. 
If it is not done collectively, it will have to be done individually at much 
ereater expense and with no thought toward future growth. 

There are certain areas in town where sewers are the only means of 
eliminating pollution. Due to low ground, with a high water level or in 
areas where clay makes impossible the seepage of septic tank over-flow, 
sewerage disposal cannot be accomplished by drains or septic tanks. On 
Hcbron Avenue and Sycamore Street, nine (9) houses have septic tanks 
connected to a main overflow pipe. Due to the wet ground this overflow 
pipe carries sewerage into a swamp where it stagnates, rots and creates 
a nauseating odor. The material can only be drained off properly through 
a sewer. At present it runs into the swamp where mosquitoes breed and 
flies feast, the same mosquitoes that finish their meal on human blood; 
the same flies that wipe their sewerage laden feet on the family sugar 
bowl. No wonder, Glastonbury has an epidemic of diarrheas and dysen- 
teries every summer. 

On three of the new real estate developments, houses newly built and 
connected to septic tanks have within a few weeks of occupancy, unloaded 
enough water and sewerage so that it has worked to the surface. The 
cause,—improper or insufficient laying of collaterals in soil too dense or 
wet to allow seepage of drainage. 

What is Glastonbury going to do about protecting its residents from 
heaps of sewerage scattered throughout the town? What are the people 
going to do about protecting home owners and builders from the unsgatis- 
factory ground conditions in their real estate developments? What is 
the town going to do about this whole problem of sanitation as it applies 
to town growth? 

If the pecpie of the town are interested in its proper growth, they 
should not only be thinking but doing something about it. The sewerage 
problem not only concerns the center, but the whole town. The reputation 
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of Glastonbury as a good place in which to live is undeserved so long as 
attempts are made to obstruct the civic minded from making Glastonbury 
a good place in which to live. 

Schoois 

The health officer has a dual role in connection with the schools. He 
must inspect school builcings and toilets, or buildings put to school use 
to determine whether thcy conform with the law. He is responsible for 
the inspection of all the sanitary facilities used in the schools, such as 
showers, drinking fountains, dressing rooms. He also examines the 
pupils cach year, operates the vaccination and toxoid clinics and super- 
vises the general health activities in cooperation with the school board 
and school nurse. 

Since the school report covers the examination of pupils, this report 
will be limited to a discussion of a most pressing need, a school gym- 
nasium. Gross misunderstanding of the facts connected with this pro- 
ject makes necessary a review of all the circumstances. 

School Gymnasium 

When the High School was built in 1923, the seventy-five pupils had 
ample room for classes in physical education in the rented Williams Me- 
morial Building. In 1928 the Academy School was built, increasing the 
use of the recreation building. The present enrollment at the High 
School is 400, and with 150 pupils in the seventh and eighth grades at 
the Academy School in 1938, a total of 550 »oupils are required by state 
law to take physical education. Their course in physical education re- 
quires a building ample and proper for such instruction. The Williams 
Memorial Building, designed for small club groups of people, and not 
designed as a school gymnasium, cannot be expected to indefinitely care 
for an increasing number of users. Our school population in the High 
School and upper Academy grades has grown in fifteen years from 75 to 
550. Each of these 550 pupils is required to have two and one-half peri- 
ods of recreation each week. 

The Williams Memorial Building is no ionger adequate for this pur- 
pose. In addition to this increased school use, the building is being 
used by members of the Association, by W. P. A. classes, by the general 
public. and by patrons of the golf course. Since 1923, the use of this 
building has increased about 1000 percent. 

Recognizing the crowded situation and the mixed pubiic and school 
use of the building, the School Board several years ago began to consider 
the advisability of building their own gymnasium. Two years ago, the 
Board appointed a special committee to study the matter. 

In May of this year, the Board was notified by the P. W. A. Regional 
Office in Hartford that funds might be available for such a building. 
They urged the Board to act quickly, to submit plans for a building and 
secure the consent of the town to make application for a P. W. A. grant 
and loan. 
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Acting on this advice, the Board instructed Mr. Francis Knox, Super- 
intendent of Schools, to have plans drawn for an adequate school gym- 
nasium, designed to accommodate not only the present school enrollment, 
but elastic enough to care for future growth over a period of years. 

Accordingly, a firm familiar with the town, the topography of the 
land and the general layout of the Educational-Recreational Center, was 
asked to submit gymnasium plans adequate to care for a thousand pupils. 
To the architect, it was suggested the health activities of the school now 
being carried on in scattered places be centralized at some place in the 
new building. To accomplish this centralization, the architect was ad- 
vised his plans should include rooms for the school nurse, the athletic 
directors, small rooms for corrective exercises for handicapped or crip- 
pled children, and rooms designed for schcol clinics and examinations, 
work now being carried on in school rooms or basement rooms. 

Preliminary plans were drawn up, sufficiently detailed to permit the 
town to make application for a P. W. A. grant. These plans were hot 
final, but subject to revision or change, or even substitution of entirely 
new plans. These plans were submitted to the health officer, since his 
duties require examining pupils annually. operating school clinics, in- 
specting the sanitary facilities, approving the school sanitary equipment 
and generally supervising the health work in the schools. 

After study of these blue prints, I sent the following letter to a joint 
meeting of the School Board and the Board of Finance. 

June 3, 1938 
Mr. F. S. Knox, Supt. of Schools, 
Glastonbury, Connecticut 
Dear Mr. Knox: 

Thank you very much for permitting me to see the preliminary blue- 
prints of a proposed new gymnasium and health center now being con- 
sidered by the Town School Committee. 

As Health Officer, I am extremely interested in any plan which will 
improve the present unsanitary and unsatisfactory physical equipment 
and building used by the High School and Academy pupils. There is no 
need to tell you the Williams Memorial Building is inadequate in size 
for the school uses to which it is being put. But far worse is the un- 
sanitary, overcrowded boys’ shower room, equipped with antiquated 
plumbing and showers—and the small open shower and dressing room 
used by the girls. 

For the past two years, I have been on several occasions nearly 
forced to the point of condemning the showers and toilets at the school 
gymnasium. I avoided doing so in the hope the town would presently 
find it possible to provide proper quarters for their pupils required to 
take “physical education.” I believe the time has now arrived to cor- 
rect conditions which are definitely unhealthy, unsanitary and unsafe. 

As Health Officer, I am compelled to take note of needed sanitary im- 
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provements in the gymnasium used by the school children. It is also 
my duty to examine these pupils each year and conduct the toxoid-small- 
pox clinics. Heretofore, we have used at these clinics, the school nurse’s 
small office, class rooms and the kitchen of the Memorial Building. Not 
one of these rooms is equipped for such work. We are attempting to 
give the pupils twentieth century health examinations and preventive 
treatments with physical equipment of the nineteenth century. 

With this brief outline of the health work attempted at the High 
School and Academy, you can readily see why I am keenly anxious to see 
erected some building such as the one shown in the blue-prints. Physical 
education is a part of health education, of health promotion and pro- 
tection. The general design of the proposed change is excellent, com- 
bining two “gyms” with a health center. There are several comments 
I would like to make. | 

1. Due to the rapidly increasing use of the schools for health educa- 
tion, a building for-centralizing the ‘health center” is not only needed, 
but it should be so designed that its use may be elastic. The offices, 
clinic rooms and facilities should be capable of examining, treating, and 
handling 60 to 100 pupils at one time. It should be so located and de- 
signed that special classes for ultra-violet light, corrective exercises, and 
heat lamps could be conducted without disturbing the regular use of 
the gymnasiums. 

2. The town now supplies a great deal of nursing and other types 
of treatment for the indigent. The building should be so designed that 
these treatments could be carried on in this “health center’ without 
interfering with the main purposes of the building, that of physical edu- 
cation for school children. 

On the whole, I can see little to criticise in the proposed preliminary 
plans. Details can be changed later. I do think it is important to re- 
emphasize the urgency of this building, and to point out to those tax- 
payers unfamiliar with the school health work, the great importance this 
phase of school education now plays in the plans and minds of the par- 
ents—and properly so.

The publicity given the project of building a new gymnasium was 
very poor. A local reporter interested in creating controversial news ma- 
terial, ignorant of even the elementary facts of physical education and 
the health work being done in the schools, purposely emphasized a very 
minor phase or feature of the whole plan, the centralized examining, 
nursing and athletic director rooms, the so-called “health center”. The 
town has a unique and outstanding educational and recreational center 
at the High School and Williams Memorial Buildings. Any new building 
designed for gymnasium purposes would naturally be a “health” building. 
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The accessory rooms for the clinics,.examinations and the nurse were 
simply planned to centralize activities that are being already carried out 
under inefficient, unsatisfactory and scattered conditions. 

The health officer had known for some time that the Williams Me- 
morial Building was inadequate, and in 1937 had studied the building in 
conjunction with the superintendent of schools to determine if some satis- 
factory changes could be made. In order to get an expert opinion, the 
Chief Sanitary Inspector of the State Dept. of Health was asked to inspect 
the Memorial Building. His report was as follows: ;

On June 9, 1938, upon request of and accompanied by Doctor L. J. 
Whittles, health officer, inspection was made of the toilet facilities for 
the D. W. Williams Memorial Building. 

The Williams Memorial Building was constructed a number of years 
ago for the use of the townspeople as a recreational center. The building 
was equipped with six bowling alleys, shower baths, toilets for men and 
women, and an auditorium. The building was ample in size and properly 
equipped to serve the purpose for which it was built. 

In recent years the town has built a high school and a grammar school 
and has converted the land in the rear into tennis courts, ball diamond 
and nine-hole golf course. For a yearly rental the directors of the Me- 
morial Building have permitted its use for physical education of the 
children in the upper grades of the grammar school and all of the pupils 
in the high school. The auditorium is now being used for a gymnasium 
by both girls and boys and two small rooms in the basement are used tor 
dressing and locker rooms. These quarters are too small for the purpose 
for which they are used. 

The toilet facilities are inadequate, poorly located and in poor repair, 
and the light and ventilation in the toilet rooms are poor. Two flush 
toilets, two shower heads, two urinals, three lavatories, and one drinking 
fountain are installed in the section used by the boys. The floor is tiled 
but the drainage of the floor is unsatisfactory. The drinking fountain 
does not conform with Regulation 116 of the state sanitary code and will 
have to be replaced. The toilet seats are so badly worn that they cannot 
be properly cleaned. No individual towels or soap are furnished. 

The room used by the girls is equipped with three shower heads, 
three toilets, three lavatories, and one old style drinking fountain. The 
criticism of the boys’ toilets apply to the girls’ toilets. 
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In view of the fact that 500 children are using the Memorial Building, 
some of the classes twice and some three times a week, it is apparent 
that the toilet facilities are inadequate and more adequate facilities should 
be provided. . 


A final report on the facilities of the Williams Memorial Building was 
given the Board of Education on June 20th for the purpose of filing with 
the minutes of a town meeting called for that date, to consider a propcsed. 
P. W. A. loan and grant. 

The ietter follows: 

:; June 20, 1938. 
To the Board of Education: | 
Re: Williams Memorial Building. 

From the Cumulative Supplement to the Statutes of Connecticut, 

Public Acts of 1935, Section 920, I quote this definition: 
“The word “schoolhouse’ shall include any building or premises in 
which instruction is afforded to not less than ten pupils at one 
time.” 
According to this definition, the Williams Memorial Building, or those 
parts of it rented by the Board of Education for teaching physical educa- 
tion, is a school house during the hours this huilding is used for school 
purposes. 

Among my duties as Health Officer of the Town of Glastonbury, is the 
inspection of the sanitary accommodations of school buildings and prem- 
ises as well as those buildings used for school purposes. It is my further 
duty to enforce the State Statutes pertaining to sanitation in this town. 

I am primarily concerned with the sanitary facilities used by or offer- 
ed for use to the 550 school childrcn attending the High School and the 7th 
and 8th grades of the Academy School, this equipment being part of the 
rented Williams Memorial Building. These facilities grouped in the base- 
ment of the building consist of a boys’ dressing room and a combination 
shower, toilet and washroom. There is a similar arrangement for the 
girls. These same rooms are also used by members of the Williams Me- 
morial Building Association and at times by the gencral public. Over 500 
school children use the Memorial Building for physical education. For 
several years the Board of Education has known that the Williams Me- 
morial was inadequate for the increasing number of school children using 
this building. At various times since 1923 the Board has considered the 
advisability cf building a school gymnasium. During the past two years 
you have recognized the urgent need for such a building and are now 
bringing the matter, in a preliminary way, before the voters of the town. 

Certain conditions at the Williams Memorial Building are hereby 
offically brought to your attention: : 

1. The dressing and shower rooms are inadequate in size, poorly 
lighted, poorly ventilated and poorly equipped for school purposes. 
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2. The toilet facilities both for the boys and the girls are insufficient 
for the number using the building. 

3. The toilets, showers and wash bowls are in poor repair and equip- 
ped with outmoded fixtures. 

4. The showers, identical for both boys and girls, consist of a shower 
enclosure with three shower heads and one drain outlet, making these 
showers a common bathtub for three persons. 

5. The tile floors are improperly laid so that drainage is insufficient. 

In addition to the physical conditions listed above, all these rooms 
are open to the general public, making it impossible to keep them clean, 
sanitary and free of contagious disease. 

No more telling criticism of these sanitary arrangements could be 
made than that of the schooi children who are supposed to use them. The 
girls refuse to use the showers and toilets because of their location, the 
lack of privacy and their condition. The boys avoid usiny them as much 
as possible and when they have used them, repeated epidemics of infec- 
tion have broken out. 

These unsanitary and unhealthful conditions have existed for some 
time, steadily becoming worse in the past two years. I have withheld 
any action knowing your board was considering plans to correct the 
situation. 

I sincerely hope the voters recognize the urgent need for providing 
the school children with proper sanitary accommodations. Changes should 
be made in conformity with the sanitary requirements of the State Sta- 
tutes and satisfactory to the State Board of Education and officials of the 
Board of Health.

These two reports were submitted to a town meeting June 20th, called 
for the purpose of asking for a government loan for building a gymnasium. | 
Although certain plans were drawn up to satisfy P. W. A. regulations no 
concrete plan had been adopted. Since no building committee had been 
appointed by the town, no final plans could be submitted to the town. 
Those prepared were simply for P. W. A. loan purposes. Due to mis- 
representation, blatant bias and ignorance, the public by June 20th had 
entirely lost sight of the fact that their duly elected and appointed offi- 
cials, the Board of Finance, the Board of Education and the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, had recommended the building of a school gymnasium. 
At a town meeting held on that date, the children of the town were denied 
the privilege of having an adequate and decent place in which to dress 
and undress, exercise and bathe. The townspeople even voted down “the 
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appointment of a committee to study the need for a school gymnasium”. 

By their action at the town meeting a majority present pointedly 
failed to admit what the Board of Finance, the Board of Education, the 
Superintendent of Schools, the Chief Sanitary Inspector of the State and 
the local health officer all agreed to: that the Williams Memorial Building 
was unsatisfactory for school purposes and a new gymnasium of- some 
type was needed. The town refused to accent the facts and the opinions 
of their responsible officials. The problem remained unsolved. 

It then became necessary to step outside the town for the correction 
of conditions inimical to the welfare of the children. Mr. John Nichols, 
Supervising Architect for the State Dept. of Mducation whose duty it is 
to approve ali new school buildings or additions before they can be built, 
was asked to make a survey and report his recommendations to the 
School Board. 


Report: Inspection of the Williams Memorial, Glastonbury, with reference 
to its adequacy for public school purposes. 
Date: July 27, 19388. . 
By: John E. Nichols, Supervisor of Buildings and Plans. 

This inspection was made on July 25, 1938 and at the request of the 
Glastonbury Board of Education as contained in its letter of recent date. 


Boys’ Locker Room 


The boys’ locker room is accessible from the basement of the building 
and from the outside by the stairs which lead directly to the gymnasium 
fioor above. 

This room, located in the basement about 5 ft.-6 in. below outside 
‘ grade, is 34 ft.-9 in. x 8 ft.-11 in. with 308 square feet of floor area. It is 
8 ft.-11 in. high to the under side of the beams which support the joists. 
The three windows have a total net glass area of 27 square feet. Thus 
the ratio of glass area to floor area is but 8 percent. This condition, 
together with the fact that the windows are so near the ground that they 
are constantly soiled by splashed rain water, the fact that the room is on 
the north side of the building, and the fact that floors, walls and ceilings 
are dark in color, result in conditions of poor natural illumination even on 
bright days. 

Windows are glazed with clear glass which makes the interior of the 
locker room visible from the outside. 

The floor is concrete, a material that absorbs moisture and odors 
and that cannot be readily kept clean and sanitary. Although there is a 
floor drain the floor lacks sufficient pitch toward it to permit ready flush- 
ing. On two sides the walls are of brick covered with painted plaster to 
a height of about 5 ft. Above this line the rough brick is exposed, pre- 
senting a surface that is absorptive and impossible to thoroughly clean. 
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The two other walls are of vertical beaded and matched boards, var- 
nished. This surface is scarcely more sanitary than the brick. On thse 
ceiling unfinished wood beams, joists and bridging, steam pipes and 
electric conduits are left exposed to gather dust or rust in the dampness. 

The room contains six full lengih lockers and twenty three foot 
double tier lockers all of which are restricted in their use to members of 
the association. Pupils gymnasium clothes are kept in the corridor 
lockers of the high school. They are carried to the Memorial Building 
for each class where the change into them is effected. Street clothes are 
hung on the row of nails or spikes in one of the walls. This arrangement 
makes for unsatisfactory locker conditions in the school, inconvenience 
to pupils and undoubtedly gives rise to personal loss and administrative 
difficulties. -—In addition, the floor space is not enough to ACCOM OGaKS 
satisfactorily a class of forty pupils dressing at one time. 

The toilet and shower room adjoining is for general toilet purposes 
as well as locker room use. This combination of bare-foot and street 
shoe use is undesirable. Floors are of ceramic tile, a satisfactory ma- 
terial if laid smooth and even. The toilet stalls are of matched wood, 
the undesirable quality of which has already been noted. One water 
closet is of modern design but the other has the unsanitary closed front 
seat. Urinals are of satisfactory design and materials but crazing has 
reduced the imperviousness of their surfaces. Lavatories are satisfactory 
except that one contains, in place of a faucet, a vertical stream type of 
drinking fountain that is now illegal. Drinking fountains shouid not be 
combined with washing facilities. The one small mirror is inadequate. 
There are no soap dispensers. There was no soap or towels at the time 
of inspection. 

Three shower heads are located in one slate compartment with one 
floor drain so that all users stand in water that all have washed in. Con- 
ditions of this kind undoubtedly are favorable to the spread of infectious 
diseases. There is no shower curtain to prevent water from splashing 
out upon the fioor of the toilet room. 

The locker room has no radiators, depending for its warmth upon 
the exposed steam pipes that run across the ceiling. The small ceiling 
radiator in the toilet room is inadequate. Neither room has any means 
whatsoever for ventilation. When observed earlier in the year the odor 
was most objectionable. In the winter, when windows are kept closed 
conditions must be considerably worse. 


Girls’ Locker Room 


The foregoing description of the boys’ facilities applies to the girls’ 
locker room with the following significant exceptions: 

a) The room is smaller, having but 272 square feet. Conditions of 
crowding must be proportionately worse. Generally, for girls, booths are 
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provided to afford a certain amount of privacy. Here such facilities are 
absent. 

b) The locker room contains no floor drain at all. 

c) All three water closets are of obsolete and unsanitary design. 


Gymnasium 


The gymnasium is 37 ft. x 53 ft.-10 in. This is too small for many 
games and activities valuable to a physical program. Courts must be 
considerably smaller than the above dimensions to provide necessary 
offside space. ; 

Radiators which stand exposed along each side of the room constitute 
a hazard. 


Conclusions. 


Although the locker and shower facilities may be adequate for use 
limited to members of tha Association, they cannot be considered satis- 
factory for the much greater demands of a public school health and 
physical program. The facilities are entirely inadequate for roughly 400 
high school and 150 seventh and eighth grade pupils. 

From a sanitary standpoint conditions are sub-standard. This build- 
ing was not designed for the use to which it is now put. The crowding 
which attends school use undoubtedly aggravates these unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

Of course the most sanitary materials and fixtures can remain so only 
by virtue of constant and meticulous care. Crowding and unsanitary 
materials and fixtures make practically impossible the task of preserving 
conditions of cleanliness which should prevail when use becomes com- 
pulsory and results are expected to prove beneficial. 


Recommendations 


It is the recommendation of this Department that steps be taken to 
terminate the existing undesirable conditions and to provide facilities 
which will permit the adoption of a satisfactory public school health, 
physical and recreational program under more favorable circumstances,

By this time, the control over the situation had been removed from 
local officials, for on August 3, 1938, Mr. John Markham, County Health 
Officer, asked for a conference with the School Board. At this conference 
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on August 8, he told the members that the basement of the Williams 
Memorial Building could not be used by the pupils under any considera- 
tion until changes had been made which would permit use of the building ~ 
by school children under proper legal conditions. 

The Chairman of the Board of Education, Mr. Alfred Hollister, asked 
the health officer on August 30, 1938 to inspect the Memorial Building 
and the Academy School and advise changes which might be made to 
enable the pupils to have some degree of physical education during the 
coming year. These inspections were made, studies undertaken, and the 
following report submitted to the Board. 


August 31, 1938. 
Board of Education, 
Glastonbury, Conn. 
Gentlemen: 

At the request of your chairman, Mr. Alfred Hollister, I re-examined 
the sanitary facilities of the Williams Memorial Building to determine 
the possibility of modified use by the school children of these facilities. 
I also inspected the Academy school building to determine possible use 
of the basement for showers and dressing rooms. 

The more I examine the toilets, showers and dressing rooms at the 
Memorial Building, the more filthy and poorly cared for I find them; 
and the more I am impressed with the fact that few people realize how 
highly unsanitary they are. The conditions are becoming worse, par- 
ticularly since the golf course has been taken over by the town. | 

It is impossible to visualize any change in the basement of the 
Memorial Building which would make the sanitary facilities satisfactory 
and adequate for full use by the children taking recreation. Nor is it 
possible to approve the basement for limited use without some radical 
changes in structure and equipment. 

There are two general plans that your board can consider in attempt- 
ing to overcome the lack of a school gymnasium. 

Pian I. 

Use the gymnasium floor of the Memorial Building as in former 
years. 

Give up entirely the use of the Memorial basement. 

Make sufficient changes in the basement of the Academy school 
building to provide a boys’ dressing room, a girls’ dressing room 
and such showers and toilets as may be necessary or possible. 

Plan II. 

Use the gymn floor as formerly. 

Make changes in the Memorial basement sufficient to permit use of 
the locker rooms and showers by school athletic teams. 

Make changes in the Academy school basement solely for dressing 
rooms to be used by classes in Physical Education. 
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Plan I has the advantage of placing the care of all sanitary equipment 
directly under the supervision of the Superintendent of Schools; places 
the dressing rooms and showers near the athletic field; supplies sufficient 
space for individual lockers for present number of pupils taking Physical 
Education. ; 


It also has its very evident disadvantages. 


Plan II limits the use’of showers to playing teams and entails con- 
siderable expense in connection with changes at the Memorial. 


If Plan II is adopted changes in the Memorial basement must be made. 
The minimum changes necessary to make this basement satisfactory for 
limited use are given below. (Note: these changes are needed to elimi- 
nate the present unsanitary conditions and to separate public and school 
use of the same sanitary facilities. 

1. Boys’ equipment: 

(a) Separate the shower room from the toilet room. This couid be 
done by putting a partition in the present combination room, removing 
the east toilet and cutting a doorway through into the alley corridor, 
leaving one urinal and washbowl in the shower room. 

(b) Replace wooden toilet stalls with metal. 

(c) Tear out old showers and replace with a group of individual 
ones. 

(dj) New open front toilet seats. 

(e) Legal drinking fountain. 

(f) Paint all open piping with aluminum paint. 

(z) Construct ceiling of metal or material impervious to water in 
shower and dressing rooms. 

(h) Paint dressing room floor. 

(i) Paint wooden walls of dressing room with aluminum paint and 
then paint lower half with enamel paint. 

(Showers and dressing room to be kept locked from morning until 
school use is over for the day. Must be thoroughly cleaned each day.) 

2. Girls’ equipment. 

(a) Ceiling, walls, open piping and floors to be treated as in boys’ 
side. 

(b) Remove wooden toilet stalls and replace with metal stalls. 

(c) Remove old type shower and install separate shower stalls. 
(These to have closing doors.) 

(d) New open front toilet seats. 

(e) Legal drinking fountain. 

Romovable, open grid footwalks would be advisable in the shower 
rooms or dressing rooms for drying purposes. 

Adequate electric lighting should be provided. 

Electric ventilating fans in the shower rooms would improve ventila- 
tion. 
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Hither plan is a temporary makeshift, but under the cirumstances . 
one plan or the other would give the school children a part of the facil- 
ities they need. 

Some method should be worked out for the further study of plans 
for a school gymnasium and presentation to the taxpayers.

The problem of adequate provision for a building to permit the pupils 
at the High and Academy Schools to carry out their required curriculum 
is yet unsolved. Recommendations made by this department are only a 
stop-gap, a temporary make-shift to be utilized until the townspeople face 
the problem and build a gymnasium. What type of building or its cost 
is immaterial to this department. The State supervising architect is 
the official who must approve the final plans. The honesty and courags 
of the people has been found lacking; they have failed their own children. 
In the near future a school gymnasium must be built, probably when 
government funds are no longer available to lighten the cost. As has 
happened so often in Glastonbury’s past, we have chosen the more costly 
way of doing business. : 

The life of a town is like the life of an individual. Costly, disagree: 
able and arduous tasks must be faced, disappointments must be over- 
come, adiustments to changed conditions must be made. The courage 
to face them, the will to overcome them, the power ton correct them are 
community as well as individual characteristics. The children and the 
public improvements in this town will live long after the present tax- 
payers have passed out of existence and out of memory. What part each 
one of us plays in the life of the town may be beyond our contro! but the 
way we play the part is an expression of the interest, the earnestness 
and the honesty we possess. 


Inspection of Water and Food 


The increasing patronage of taverns and eating places has made, 
necessary inspections of these establishments. On the whole, the sani- 
tary conditions have been found satisfactory. 

One source of possible disease has been noted, however. It concerns 
the washing of glasses. dishes and tableware at these cating and drinking 
places. Frequently, the method of washing is careless, particularly as 
regards glassware in the taverns. Ssap is considered undesirable; the 
common method being a simple scalding or rinsing in water not hot 
enough to sterilize the glasses. 

The common cold, sore throats and ‘‘trench mouth” are progenies 
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spread by improperly washed glasses, silverware and dishes. It is the 
hope of this department that proprietors of eating places and taverns 
will voluntarily make every effort to thoroughly wash eating utensils and 
sterilize them with boiling water. In the larger cities, it has been found 
necessary to adopt regulations requiring proprietors of these places to 
sterilize their utensils in a certain manner. I do not believe it necessary 
at this time for Glastonbury to take such a step. Whether regulations 


become necessary depends upon the care shown at these places during 
the coming year. 


Conclusion 


The greatest need health-wise in Glastonbury is a realization on the 
part of the public that the duties of the health officer are prescribed by 
State Statutes, these duties being aimed at the preservation of health 
and the prevention of disease. Where the public welfare is concerned, 
no individual rights or the rights of any group of individuals are of para- 
mount importance. The public comes first. 

Just as it is necessary to have constant police protection against the 
violators of general law and order, so is it necessary to have the protec- 
tion of the health officer against those who violate the laws of sanitation 
and disease. In-each case, the amount of work, the degree of responsi- 
bility and the benefits to the public are controlled to a great extent by 
the cooperation, the understanding and the forbearance of the people 
themselves. . 

To those who have shown this understanding and cooperation and 
to those who have cooperated on faith, the health officer extends his 
grateful thanks and appreciation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OCF ZONING COMMISSION 


The Zoning Commission granied five peiitions for changes in zoning 
‘in the period September 1, 1937 to August 31, 1938.

‘Turnpike, width 140 feet at base of triangle, from Residence Zone B to 
Business Zone. Purpose, business development. 

The petition of Willard G. Phelps for change in zone of property 
West side of Main Street, frontage 99 feet, depth 200 feet, from Resi- 
dence Zone B to Business Zone was granted. 

Though opposition was expressed by several persons, the Commission 
felt that the location was practically in a business area.

‘be an adverse factor in the development of a residential section. 

In this denial, as in previous denials, the Commission based its action 
“on consideration of the objects for which the town was zoned, and that 
the general welfare of any section of the town must always be of para- 
“mount importance.

ANNUAL REPORTS 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


The policies which were adopted by the Board in previous years have 
been followed this year, and we can report that our school system has 
functioned in a very satisfactory manner. This is due, in a large measure, 
to the co-operation shown by the Superintendent and teachers. 

The copies of the minutes of all meetings of the Board show the action 
taken on all matters on which a decision was made. 

In our report last year, mention was made of the inadequacy of facili- 
ties in the Williams Memorial Building. During the year we presented 
to the town a plan for the erection of a new gymnasium, with the sugges- 
tion that advantage be taken of Federal P. W. A. grants which were avail- 
able at that time. This plan was not approved at a special town meeting. 

The townspeople have become aware of the unsatisfactory conditions 
of the equipment and space in the Memorial Building and they realize 
that steps must be taken in the future to provide facilities which will 
give our children physical training as good as that of other well-equipped 
towns. 

In the meantime, we are making every effort to give proper physical 
training by utilizing the facilities available at the present time. 

The Board is endeavoring to operate the schools with rigid economy, 
but have found it impossible to materially cut expenses without jeopardiz- 
ing our present standards and equipment. 

The budget adopted for 1938-1939 is $104,000.00.

The annual report on the condition of the public schools is submitted 
herewith. . 


The usual tables of statistics present that part of the report which. 
can be reduced to such form. It is easy to reduce expenditures and num- 
bers of pupils to tables and one gets the impression that such tables 
are the important facts in education. But such statements may be accu-- 
rate to the last cent and yet indicate nothing of what the activities of 
the schools are. 


Therefore we have prepared short discussions about certain areas of 
activity and illustrated them by a small number of photographs of actual. 
school scenes. We hope that this may bring, to all those who see this 
report, an intensified appreciation of how children educate themselves 
today. 


On the other hand it should not be inferred that school is all play 
“or sleep. The good old fashioned drills still are used in developing skills 
in arithmetic. The spelling book and dictionary are more in general use 
than they were 20 years ago. 


The needs of our schools have not been changed by the vote of the- 
town to do nothing about a gymnasium. The net result of that incident 
thus far has been to hamper the work of the school. Just because the: 
town does not approve of one solution of our needs should not mean that: 
we can not consider other solutions.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Glastonbury High School 
for the year ending June 10, 1938. 

The high school enrollment reached a new high point of 388 on 
October 1, 1937. The enrollment next fall will probably be about 400. 
This means that the school will be very crowded, but unless the town 
grows the enrollment will then reach a plateau for about six years. 

The Williams Memorial as a high school gymnasium is. more inade- 
quate than ever with our present high enrollment. The classes are so 
large that not more than about one-fifth of the members can take showers. 
The equipment is especially inadequate when we are entertaining visiting 
teams. 

Our extra-curricular program, which now consists of sixteen clubs, 
interclass athletics, interscholastic athletics, social affairs, and assem- 
blies, gives active participation to practically one hundred percent of the 
pupils. It has become a vital part of the school program and serves as a 
means of developing the whole child and adjusting him to meet the re- 
quirements of life as he finds it today. 

The Safe Driving Course which was started in the school year 1936-37 
has been given further recognition by the State Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment. All pupils who successfully pass this course are excused from the 
theoretical examination if they apply for a driver’s license within a 
period of one year. 

The Student Council has had a very successful year. They have 
sponsored the social program of the school, organized a school highway 
safety assembly, helped plan the Sub-Freshman Program, and maintained 
a very high type of school spirit and morale. The student who is fortu- 
nate enough to be elected to the Student Council is given an opportunity 
to develop the finest citizenship, characteristics, and attitudes. He is 
learning to be a good citizen by actually practicing good citizenship in 
school. 

Our program for assimilating the elementary school graduates is 
different than usually practiced in the schools of the state. Harly in 
May the members of all the eighth grades in town attend the high school 
for what is called “Sub-Freshman Day.” At this time they visit classes, 
attend a school assembly showing examples of our extra-curricular pro- 
gram, have a social hour, play games, and see an exhibit of high school 
work. A special edition of the school paper gives them the school floor 
plan and other valuable information. Soon after this day the high school 
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Principal and the Dean of Girls visit the elementary for evening confer- 
ences. These are individual conferences held with the pupil, parents and 
elementary teachers. The high school course of study is explained and 
the next year’s schedule made out. When decisions are carefully made 
in the spring very few changes and adjustments are needed in the fall. 
This saves time and makes the first few days more pleasant and more 
‘profitable for the incoming pupils. 

Our contacts with the parents through our “Parent’s Night’ programs 
have been especially pleasant and profitable. Each year these programs 
‘draw a larger group of pupils and parents. 

Reports from the colleges indicate that all the pupils who were certi- 
fied for college have been successful. The New England Association of 
College and Secondary Schools has approved the high school for the next 
four years. : 

The graduation program was planned by the senior honor pupils 
under the guidance of Miss Maude Clark, Mr. Jay Hanford, and Mr. Jesse 
Davis. This years topic was “America’s Musical Heritage.” It was de- 
veloped by means of cSsays. tableaux, drama, and music.

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REPORTS OF THE HOMEMAKING DEPARTMENTS 
1937-1938 


There were eighty-eight students enrolled in the homemaking depart- 
ment in the year 1937-1938. Of these fifteen were enrolled in the eighth 
grade division, which meets for forty-five minutes, fifty-two in the ninth 
grade division, and twenty-one in the tenth grade division, which both 
meet for ninety minutes. 

Before attempting to help the students, we try to become better 
acquainted with the girls, their backgrounds, homes, and families, through 
questionnaires and home visits. Many times we find this. little personal 
touch a great aid in the method in which we present such units as foods, 
-clothing and home furnishing. 

For the last three years each homemaking teacher has taught all 
phases of the work, and has kept the same pupils all year, instead of 
having the pupils change teachers at the end of a semester. The eighth 
grade division followed very closely the program of the ninth grade 
division, which is explained later, and is planned for those girls who 
will be unable to take homemaking in high school. 

The course of study for the ninth grade division included the follow- 
ing: clothing construction beginning with the introductory stitches prac- 
ticed on small inexpensive articles such as holders, scarfs and belts. 
After satisfactorily completing these introductory stitches and attaining 
some skill in machine stitching, aprons were made by all. Then each one 
had the privilege of selecting to make any one of the following. articles: 
slips, nightgowns, cullottes, skirts, slacks, shorts, or pajamas. 

During the year each girl was given an opportunity to carry out a 
‘home project with the aim of supplementing by practice and application 
‘in the home condition some of the practices taught in school. 

In order to arouse an interest in making the most of one’s appear- 
-ance and to develop an understanding of how proper care of hair, nails, 
teeth, and skin contribute to good appearance, a two weeks unit was de- 
‘voted to the study of personal grooming.

Although the advanced students devote one month to the furnishing 
and care of the home, it is felt that such a vital part of home making 
as this should be introduced in the ninth grade division. This year we 
introduced this unit by helping the girls to appreciate that the girl’s own 
room is a place where she can express her personality in the furnishing 
and placing of her own belongings. This appreciation was brought about 
by first understanding of the meaning of the fundamental art principles 
and then applying these in the arrangement of furniture in the room, the 
hanging of pictures, and the arrangement of articles on the dresser top. 
The girls were further encouraged to increase their home conveniences 
by utilizing discarded boxes and materials in the construction of a dress- 
ing table and bookcase, working out a practical color scheme. They 
further improved the appearance by painting and thereby learning one 
of the possible inexpensive means of home beautification. 

In the foods work, we stress the preparation of a whole meal such as 
the family luncheons and suppers rather than the cooking of one food at 
one time with no relation to the other foods that usually accompany. 
Each week a luncheon was planned, prepared and served in class, involv- 
ing an understanding of food weights, prices, balanced menus. manage- 
ment of time, and table etiquette. At least twenty various fillings for 
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sandwiches and cakes and cookies for a school lunch were prepared and 
examples of time savers in packing demonstrated. 

Food preservation was taught each semester, although it was more 
practically developed in the fall semester. An understanding cf the 
different methods of canning was gained in addition to the causes of 
spoilage and an appreciation of the value of canning. 

Etiquette and family courtesies, including introductions, entertain- 
ing, being entertained, living with others, writing letters, and social 
occasions were discussed. 

To develop an appreciation and understanding of small children, a 
play school was conducted, which lasted from §:15 to 1:45 on Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays for one month. The ten children, between 
the ages of three and five, were examined by the nurse upon arrival, 
spent part of the morning in outdoor play, in rest, and indoor play, with 
story telling, games and singing directed by the students. A dinner was 
served at noon, followed by a nap, then outdoor play until dismissal. 

The tenth grade division, although devoting considerable time to ad- 
vanced study and management problems in relation to clothing and foods, 
spent more time on special units, which will be discussed later. The 
selection of the school girl’s -wardrobe, including the selection of be- 
coming styles and colors for self, introduced the clothing unit. It was 
followed by the construction of silk and wool dresses, wool skirts, blouses,

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suits, jackets and coats to develop further the skill in construction and 
fitting processes. Remodeling was done in many cases where garments. 
not yet worn out were found worth improving. Mending, darning, and 
patching was studied individually. . 

In the furnishing and care of the home unit, an interest was developed 
in having good arrangement for work, rest and play for all members of 
the family. Practice was given in making arrangements about the home- 
making room. An examination of house plans was made to see their 
good and poor points. A field trip was made to South Glastonbury to 
examine the construction of several homes now being built. Purchasing 
plans, including loans and mortgages. were discussed. A study was made 
of wall finishes, floor coverings, lighting, heating, furniture construction, 
- curtains, and color schemes. Leisure time activities were encouraged to 
help beautify the home. Another field trip was made to a furniture 
store in town, where the construction of a chair and davenport was close- 
ly observed. 

First aid treatment, including fainting, severe cuts, burns, bruises, 
broken arms or legs, in case of accidents at home or on the road, were 
demonstrated. Suitable and attractive meals were planned, prepared, 
and served for persons on a soft diet and on a liquid diet. Articles were 
selected and arranged for a home medicine chest and a study was made 
of diseases and minor treatments. 

Family dinners were bought. planned and served within a certain 
minimum food allowance. These dinners involved the preparation of 
complete meals within a reasonable length of time. In this connection 
a meat cutting demonstration was given at one of the meat markets. 
Special dinners, such as dinners that can be cooked in the oven, family 
picnic dinners, vegetable plate dinners, emergency meals, and a banqust 
were prepared. 

A month’s study and observation of young children was carried on 
in connection with the play school previously discussed. In addition, the 
tenth grade division planned meals for the young children and made a 
detailed study of the baby, growth and development of the young child, 
equipment, physical habits and social habits. 

The year closed with an exhibit which was held at the Windsor High 
School. Divisions of the exhibit included the preparation of a lunchecn 
in 120 minutes by two ninth grade girls, a demonstration of the technique 
of sewing, a costume display, consumer buying problems exhibited by 
wise choices, and flower arrangements. .

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REPORT OF AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 
SCHOCOL YEAR 1937-1938 


During the past school year the boys in the Agricultural Department 
studied Dairy, Orchard Fruits, and Farm Management. In all twenty- 
six boys enrolled in the department. Seventeen took the work in Dairy, 
fifteen studied Orchard Fruits, and ten enrolled in Farm Management. 
Two of the twenty-six dropped out of school before the end of the year. 
One went to work; the other lost more than a month of school because 
of an injury and felt that he could not make up back work. 

The Dairy Class began with a study of silo filling. Emphasis was 
placed on length of cut, moisture content of the corn, maturity of the 
corn, and economy in handling. Following this we spent a large amount. 
of time studying the problems of feeding dairy cattle. Selecting proper 
feeds, balancing rations, and providing minerals and vitamins were given 
due consideration. Pasturing as a part of the feeding program came in 
for its share of discussion. In fact, pasture improvement today is one 
of the crying needs of dairy farms from the standpoint both of feeding 
and of soil conservation. Experimental results on pasture improvement. 
from several agricultural experiment stations were studied by the boys. 

The high point in the course probably was the annual Judging Con- 
tests at Connecticut State College the latter part of April. While only 
two lads were on the Dairy Judging team, practically all of the boys were 
at Storrs for the occasion. 

There is not space for a detailed discussion of any subject in a report. 
of this kind, consequently we shall proceed to comment on the work in 
Orchard Fruits. 

Sorting and packing peaches proved to be a very interesting start in 
fruit work. After hand sorting and packing until each boy had attained 
a reasonably good idea of the processes involved, we visited two farms 
where power grades are used. These machines wipe and clean the fruit 
and then carry it on a belt, where the workmen pick out the peaches of 
the various grades and pack them in the proper containers. These ma- 
chines speed up the work a very great deal. Later in the term grading 
and packing of apples received attention. 

In order to learn about the selling of peaches and apples the boys 
visited the Hartford Produce Market. . We also studied cooperative 
marketing of farm products as represented by the Manchester Auction. 

During the winter and early spring the boys pruned many fruit trees. 
More than 200: apple trees, from newly set ones to very old cnes, were 
pruned. We are trying to develop trees of the central leader type. At. 
least 1000 peach trees were pruned by the class. Of these, 250 were set 
in 1937, 400 in 1938. and the: balance were in bearing. Most of the lads 
became reasonably good pruners. In fact, some of them earned a few 
dollars by working for their neighbors. 
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When it came time to spray for the control of insects and diseases, 
we were rather fortunate. Mr. Frank Dixon injured a hand so badly that 
he could not work for two or three weeks. The fruit class applied sprays 
to the apple trees from delayed dormant through the first cover spray, 
four applications in all. The boys applied two sprays to the peaches. 
We are sorry that Mr. Dixon hurt his hand, but we did get a lot of spray- 
ing experience by using his tractor operated outfit. 

One other fruit problem only will receive comment. The class staked 
out an orchard for John Cerrina according to the triangular system. 
Trees are spaced more uniformly and more trees may be set per acre. 
See picture No. 3. 


LAYING OUT A PEACH ORCHARD 


As a basis for the study of Farm Management we used the farm of 
John Longo. After sketching the farm and taking an inventory each boy 
prepared a plan for the operation of the place as he would like to develop 
it. Problems of financing the business, of making farm improvements, 
and of maintaining or increasing the fertility of the soil received con- 
siderable attention. At least three important questions had to be answer- 
ed for each phase of the farm business: What will you do? How will 
you do it? When will you do it? 
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Part of the class time is spent in the farm shop. Here the boys 
make feed hoppers, tool cabinets, saw horses, sharpen tools, and do many 


other things in the way of repair work. Picture No. 4 shows a few of 
the boys at work in the shop. 


FARM SHOP’ WORK 


Finally each boy carries what we call a home project. He raises a 
flock of chickens, keeps a calf or two, grows strawberries, or apple trees, 
or conducts some other farm enterprise for which he is definitely re- 
sponsible. At present the boys are carrying projects as follows: 


Two boys have dairy cows 

One boy has onehalf acre of strawberries 
One boy has one-quarter acre of grapes 
Two boys have 17-30 apple trees 

One boy has onehalf acre of sweet corn 
Nineteen boys have poultry

The poultry projects range all the way from lads who started with 50 to. 
100 day-old chicks to one young man who has 400 hens and has brooded 
1900 chicks. Four boys have been trying their luck with broilers. Two 
of these started with 100 chicks each, one with 300, and one with 500. 
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A YOUNG FARMER’S PROJECT 


Picture No. 5 shows the largest project: that any boy of the depart- 
ment has attempted to date—Alfred Cerrina with his pullets on the range | 
and his double-decked poultry house for 900 hens. 


A CONVERTED TOBACCO SHED 


Picture No. 6 shows an interesting adaptation of the peak of a 
“tobacco shed to poultry production. Henry Gutt starts at the top of the 
shed, where tobacco hanging is difficult, and develops a first rate poultry 
“plant. 

As in previous years, a series of farmers’ meetings was conducted on 
Matson Hill. We had some fourteen meetings for the discussion of pro- 
-blems that especially interested our fruit growers. The question of cold 
storage for apples is rapidly becoming an important one. We are work- 
‘ing towards the development of a storage plant. Average attendance 
was about as usual. As a rule, fifteen to twenty adults came to the Mat- 
-son Hill discussion groups.

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The Special Class. was organized in Glastonbury in 1931. The pur- 
pose of this class is to help the child whose slow mental development 
leaves him at a disadvantage with the members of his regular class. 
The enrollment of this class is limited to twenty pupils. Since each child 
receives individual attention, it would be impossible to have a larger 
group and accomplish what is expected. The pupils of this class are pro- 
moted to regular grades as soon as they are able to do the academic work 
of that particular class. 

The Daily Time Schedule of the class is as follows:

Individual help is given almost entirely. In order that the children 
may learn to get along in groups, Language, Social Studies, Health, and 
Science are taught as group projects. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


This year the class has given a Marionette Play. The marionettes, 
the portable stage and the scenery were made by the children. A play 
was selected and memorized by the members of the cast. On May 12th 
it was given in the High School Auditorium. Invitations were sent out 
to parents and all the classes in the school. The invitations were made 
by one of the boys. He selected a picture, drew it and carved it on lino- 
leum. This was in turn stamped on paper. Another boy typed the invi- 
tations. This boy has been taught typing during a part of his Handwork 
pericd this winter. Still another boy was in charge of the Music, the 
lights, and the amplifier. The amplifier was used to carry the voices of 
the performers, who were in back of the curtains. Almost all of the 
other children were the performers and singers. 

Every year during the last week of school there is a Special Class 
Exhibit. Parents, friends and classes in the school are invited. The 
purpose of the exhibit is to show not only the child’s accomplishment in 
Handcrafts, but also in Academic work. 


HANDCRAFTS 
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In the given pictures you may see several types of Handwork: Bas ket- 

Woodwork, Weaving, and Creative Art. The children are allowed as 
far as possible to choose whatever. they wish to make. In the picture 
where the three boys are working one is weaving a reed basket, another 
is making a toy wagon, and a third a kitchen towel rack. In another the 
little girl is painting a winter scene. In the third the little boy is 
weaving a rug. We thus give them an opportunity to make toys as well 
as useful household things. This year three eleven year old girls have 
knitted sweaters. These were done in grt during Handwork and at 
home whenever the children had time. 


FREE ART 


In this paper we tried to outline the work in the Special Class. Coun- 
trary to the common belief, we do not spend all day on Handwork. Ifa 
child can finish given work in any subject, he can go right on. For ex- 
ample, if he is assigned one page in Arithmetic for that period and he 
does it so well that I know he understands it, it is his privilege to go on. 

As has been mentioned before, this class is for the child who needs 
help in school work, and to teach him as many useful handcrafts as 
possible. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MUSIC DEPARTMENT 


It is with great pleasure I make this report of music progress in 
Glastonbury this past year. Every student has participated to some de- 
gree in the singing of songs and music appreciation. We have attained 
increased enjoyment of cooperative effort; established standards of indi- 
vidual as well as group performances; increased the desire to respond 
to rhythm and mood in music; and developed a growth in music appreci- 
ation. 

To give every child an opportunity to develop a love for music and to 
enjoy participation in its expression, the supervisor visits thirty-two 
school rooms each week. A special effort is made to arrange programs 
celebrating Christmas and other holidays, for which cantatas by the High 
School, Academy, and High Street Schools are particularly to be remein- 
bered. 

The high spot in music appreciation came with the visit of the Hart- 
ford Symphony Orchestra, when nearly one thousand students were able 
to share the concert. 

Music in the High School has been of increased value this year, 
through the organization of a male quartet, increased membership in the 
Orchestra and Glee Clubs. The quartet has made numerous appearances 
throughout the town with great success. 

The Glee Club’s big effort came in the presentation of the Gilbert 
and Sullivan operetta, ‘Mikado,’ during music week. Through enriched 
musical experience, which will lead to greater cultural development, each 
child will live a fuller life, and thus make a better citizen.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION REPORT FOR 1937-1938 


The idea has been too prevalent that Physical Education consists of 
gymnastics, calisthenic drills, and setting-up exercises, taught in a formal 
manner with discipline, posture and health as its major objective. These 
activities are an outgrowth of European systems which were introduced 
into the schools of this country through our universities around 1860. 
They are essentially adult activities designed to prepare persons for 
military service, and should be confined to adult use. 

Physical Education in this country has developed inside out and up- 
side down. It began in the university and landed in the elementary 
school; it emphasized athletics for the few instead of for the many; it 
tried to fit the individual to a gymnastic system with a military motive. 
Many people, especially those who were subjected to this program, find it 
difficult to understand the present day program. 

Formal calisthenics are artificial movements, unrelated to child life 
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Situations, uninteresting to children, and have very little, if any, carry- 
over value. They are not adapted to the varying strength of children of 
different ages, and are never used in the out-of-school play life of the 
child. There is neither mental content nor character training in such 
exercises, and they should only be used as aids for the correction of 
physical handicaps. 


GYMNASIUM ACTIVITIES 


Athletic games are the highest form of play, and their value lies in 
the cooperation of the players working toward a common end rather than 
for individual glory. However, athletic competition becomes a sport for 
the few who are favored with natural ability, while the majority, or the 
ones who most need active play, are eliminated. The emphasis placed on 
winning, which is so prevalent in our universities, has carried over into 
many of our public schools, bringing with it high-pressure contests with 
concurrent mental, physical, and nervous strain on pre-adolescent and 
adolescent boys and girls. A team that is obsessed with the idea of 
Winning cannot have much fun, and fun is the moving force behind all 
games. The rabid fan seldom stops to think that the college athlete is 
a young man and the public school athlete is only a boy. 

In the past few years, Physical Education has acquired a greater 
significance, since it has come to be regarded as a method of education 
rather than a program designed for physical development alone. Today 
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we define Physical Education as education by means of physical activi- 
ties. The general objectives of Physical Education are: 

1. The development of organic vitality. 

2. The development of neuro-muscular skills. 

3. The development of proper ideals and attitudes toward physical 

activity. . 

4. The establishment of desirable habits of conduct. 

As may be seen, health is only one of the major objectives of the 
Physical Education program. The development of the social qualities of 
courage, initiative, honesty, cooperation, and self-confidence accompany it. 

In Glastonbury we have made an effort to place our Physical Edu- 


cation program on a level with the ideals of this modern Physical Edu- 
cation. 


Our High School program is divided into three seasons: fall, winter, 
and spring. The classes meet twice one week and three times the next, 
with boys and girls alternating daily. 

Fall activities are conducted outdoors, and include soccer and touch 
football for boys, field hockey for girls, and tennis for boys and girls. A 
tennis tournament is held every fall and the best players form the nucleus 
of the tennis team which competes in the spring. 


SELECTED PLAY 


During the winter the program is carried on indoors, and consists of 
basketball, volley ball, gymnastic and lead-up games, mimetic exercises 
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and stunts. Recreational games, such as bowling, ping pong, shuffle 
board, and paddle tennis are also included. This year a bowling tourna- 
ment was held for the first time. This is a comparatively new trend in 
Physical Education, and is worthwhile because it teaches the boy and girl 
a healthful way to spend their leisure time. 

Very little time is spent on atagonistics in the regular class period, 
but there is a boxing club which meets one period a week for boys who 
display a liking for this branch of sport. 

In the spring the classes are held outdoors again, and the games 
played are golf. tennis, baseball, softball, track, and other outdoor games. 

Leaders who are capable of organizing teams and conducting the 
classes are chosen for each period. These leaders are changed occasion- 
ally in order to give others a chance. This practice is conducive to the 
development of leadership, and teaches children to take as well as to 
give orders gracefully. This plan is necessary on the days when they 
are alone while the elementary schools are being supervised. 

Each boy and girl from the seventh and eighth grades in the Acade- 
my School have recreation classes four times a month, and they have the 
same seasonal activities as the High School. Of course, more time is 
spent on fundamentals with them than on the older and more experienced 
High School pupils. 


INDOOR STRETCHING PERIOD 
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An intramural program is also conducted in the following sports: 
soccer, field hockey, basketball, volley ball, and softball. These teams 
are made up of players from each of the four classes. Girls derive more 
benefit from these teams, as it gives them the only opportunity they have 
to earn a school or elass letter. The girls’ point system is as follows: 

Class Teams: Field Hockey, Basketball, Volley Ball, Softball—15 
points to all members of winning team; 10 points to others. 

Tournament Teams: Field Hockey, Basketball, Volley Ball, Softball— 
15 points to all members of winning team; 10 points to others. 

Tournaments: Tennis, Golf Bowling—25 points to winner; 10 points 
to runner-up. 

Participation in Play Days: 10 points. 

Swimming Awards: Sr. A. R. C. Life Saver—15 points; Jr. A. R. C. 
Life Saver—-10 points; A. R. C. Swimmers’ Test—5 points; A. R. C. Be- 
ginners’ Test—5 points. 

125 points are required for a Class letter. 

225 points are required for a School letter. 

We feel that varsity teams have a definite place in a well-rounded 
Physical Education program, and our school is represented by teams in 
soccer, cross country, basketball, baseball, track, tennis, and golf. Every 
effort is made to insure the safety and health éf the boys on these teams. 
Our equipment is the best, and every boy must pass a physical examina- 
tion before he is allowed to participate. We are members of the Con- 
necticut Interscholastic Athletic Conference, and play only member 
schools, which protect the boys by insuring uniform eligibility for ail 
‘players from all schools. 

The Connecticut Central Valley League, of which we are a member, 
should be mentioned also. It is composed of the following schools: 
Wethersfield, Windsor, Woodrow Wilson (Middletown), Bloomfield, and 
Glastonbury. We have from four to six meetings a year to which the 
superintendents, principals, and coaches of the various schools are in- 
vited. At these meetings, schedules are made for the different sports, 
care being taken to space the games so that the boys very seldom play 
twice a week; officials are discussed and chosen, not only for their skill 
in handling games, but also for their ability to handle boys; ideas are 
' exchanged, problems talked over, and policies decided upon which not 
only help the individual school, but will also improve conditions in the 
league as a whole. 

One day a week is devoted to supervising Physical Education in the 
elementary schools. These trips are planned so that each individual 
schocl is visited once every three weeks. Most of the games that are 
taught are designed to be used outdoors in the playgrounds, but school- 
room and indoor games for auditorium and basement are included. In 
schools where facilities permit, bowling, ping pong and shuffle board 
‘have been introduced and have proved to be most popular. This year a 
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soccer play day was held and its success indicates that it may be con- 
tinued. 

The annual Play Day, in which all the schools in town meet at the 
High School field, was held again this year. On this day the children 
play the various games they have learned throughout the year. The pur- 
pose is to permit mass participation with children from other schools, 
and to get acquainted and play sociably with these new people. 

There are many excellent features to the Physical Education facili- 
ties in the town, and again there are others that could be.improved. . The. 
high school grounds are, without exaggeration, more spacious than those 
of any other high school in the state. We have plenty of room for soccer, 
field hockey, baseball, and other games, and are fortunate in having tennis 
courts and a golf course that we may use. The bowling alleys in the 
Memorial are a great advantage, and the gymnasium, while small, is 
suitable for regular recreation classes of thirty to forty-five. However, 
it is much smaller than the optimum space recommended for high school 
basketball and the facilities for handling spectators are very poor. 

The showers are inadequate to care for the regular classes. but the 
conditions in the dressing and shower rooms are really bad when other: 
teams play here.

Many of the elementary schools have a basement or an auditorium 
that can be used for play during inclement weather, but not all have an 
ideal playground. Schools with very good play spaces are Neipsic, High 
Street, Academy, Hopewell, and Hubbard Street. The grounds at Buck- 
ingham are satisfactory, but a fence to keep children from chasing balls 
into the road would be an improvement. The fields at both Addison and 
Naubuc are too small to play games of higher organization such as base- 
ball and soccer. The fence at Taylortown has made playing much safer, 
but the space is still quite small. The sloping field at Wassuc is good 
for certain games, but the greatest criticism would be its location across 
the road. Any playground that must be reached by crossing a rcad pre- 
sents a safety problem that demands utmost vigilance on the part of 
teachers and pupils.

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HEALTH PROGRAM IN THE GLASTONBURY SCHOOLS 

A definite school health program is being established through the: 
interest of the Superintendent of Schools, the doctors, the teachers, the 
welfare department, and the nurses. 

In the fall of the year all school children are weighed and their eyes 
are tested. The results are recorded on the child’s health record. The 
eyesight tests are compulsory by State Law. 

All elementary school children have the privilege of having their 
teeth cleaned by a Dental Hygienist. This service is made possible by 
the Visiting Nurse Association and the Board of Education. It is very 
important that we obtain the parent’s permit before we do any work 
on teeth. 


PHYSICAL CHECK-UP 


Early in the fall we also try to get started on physical examinations 
of all children. Everyone realizes how very important it is to have a 
yearly examination by a doctor. Many quite serious defects have been 
found. Parents have been very cooperative in trying to correct these 
defects. Early diagnosis is essential for a complete recovery. 

Chest x-rays and tuberculin tests are done on children who are under- 
nourished, underweight, or who the doctor suggests should have the 
treatment. X-raying is done at one of the state sanatoria. It is the 
family doctor who does the tuberculin test. During the past year about 
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fifteen children have been x-rayed, and no definite cases ef tuberculosis. 
‘have been found. 

Twice during the last four years the children from grades four 
through high school have had their hearing tested by the audiometer, 
loaned from the State Department of Education. Very few defects were 
found, but those found were enough to hinder the progress of the child. 
in school. ' 

The nurse tries to make home calls on all children who have been. 
ill for a long time. Any injury happening on the school ground is fol- 
lowed up by the nurse. If any child has serious defects at the physical. 
examination, the nurse tries to call on the family and explain the defects. 

Health records of every child must be kept. Every examination, 
injury, treatment, illness, operation, and home call is recorded on this 
form. This record is useful to the doctor and nurse at the time of the 
yearly examination. 

The Red Cross has been very generous in helping with medications, 
and Cod Liver Oil for children who are unable to get them at home.. 
Many glandular disturbances have been found, and it is quite interesting 
to note the change of each child receiving medication. 

Our Christmas Seal Sale Fund was responsible for furnishing much. 
of the Cod Liver Oil. This was started in the schools about the first of 
November and finished at Spring vacation. 

If a child is injured on the school ground the school will pay the first 
call to the doctor; also the first x-ray if the doctor thinks one necessary... 

We are very thankful for the division of aid for crippled children. 
From this act we are able to enter any physically handicapped child with 
a free clinic. The examination, treatment, and care are all free to 
children who would not be able to have the care without this provision. 

In April, a Toxoid Clinic for the prevention of Diphtheria is held. In 
May a Clinic for Vaccination toward the control of the spread of Small- 
pox. All pre-school children are urged to attend these clinics if they 
have not had the treatments. These clinics would not be successful with- 
out the assistance of doctors, teachers, and nurses. 

The Summer Round Up in June is very popular for children entering 
school in the fall. They are examined by the doctor, their eyes and ears 
are tested, they have their teeth cleaned by a dental hygienist. (This: 
examination gives the family an idea what should be done before school 
begins. ) 

We try to spend the fourth Thursday of every month keeping with 
the Well-Ghild Conference. There are four well organized conferences im 
different parts of the town. The conferences are under the direction of. 
Mrs. Marjory Norton, Visiting Nurse, and the Parent-Teacher Association. 

Little children need a good amount of rest. Not only many hours of 
sleep at night, but rest during the day, if possible. The last few years; 
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we have tried.to plan a rest period for children in the first three grades. 
Following this report you will find a rest-plan used in one of the schools.

REST PERIOD IN ACADEMY GRADE THREE 


The after-lunch rest period was begun three years ago as part of the 
positive health program in the third grade. About 90 perecnt of these 
children carry lunches to school for the mid-day meal. After their 
lunches are eaten they play bard for thirty or forty minutes on the play- 
ground. Often, before the rest period was instituted, they showed signs 
of fatigue and nervousness when the one o’eclock session began. It seemed 
dificult for some to concentrate and many were fidgety and noisy, while 
afew seemed listless. Many spoke of being tired and often they sat with 
their heads on their desks when they came into the room. Their re- 
sponse to the suggestion of a rest period was enthusiastic, and with the 
teacher’s help plans were worked out. 


REST PERIOD 


The furniture is pushed to the sides of the room, and three desks of 
even height serve as a bed for one child. Washable cotton rugs or 
blankets are brought from home for use on the floor. Large paper gar- 
ment bags which cover clothes from the cleaners are also used whenever 
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available. These serve as protection from the floor. Each child, whether 
on floor or desk, uses a paper or cotton towel under his head. Heads and 
feet are turned in alternating directions so that no child’s face is near 
another’s, and ample space is left between rugs so that children do not. 
disturb each other. The shades are drawn and each child lies quietly 
and comfortably on back or stomach for twenty minutes. 

Temperature has been found to vary only slightly from chair height. 
to floor, and the room is free from drafts. The children soon learn to be 
utterly relaxed and lie with eyes closed. Hardly a day passes without 
some child sleeping soundly and often many children sleep all or part of 
the period. Often the signal to fold rugs is not sufficient to arouse them 
and they must be spoken to. This fact itself seems to indicate that our 
children need this rest. 

At the end of the period the paper towels are thrown in the waste- 
basket and cotton ones folded twice with the clean face-side in and the 
part that rests on rug or desk on the outside, marked with individual 
names. Rugs, paper, and blankets are first folded lengthwise with the 
foot folding over on the foot and the head over on head. Then, the rugs. 
are folded crosswise and stored in the cupboard. Each is marked so that. 
the head of the sleeper is always at the same end of the rug. 

After the rest period the children are fresh, happy, and quiet. After- 
noon reading and work periods are approached with enthusiasm that was 
not evident before the rest period was inaugurated.

THE FEDERAL EDUCATIONAL AND RECREATIONAL PROGRAM 
1937-1938 


From September 1st to October 31st, fall community center programs 
were conducted at the Addison, Neipsic and High Street Schools, and at 
the High-Academy-Williams Memorial Center. The activity count for the 
308 mornings, afternoon and evening sessions was 6776 with 1372 specta- 
tors at 42 sessions. Activities included: Games and Sports, Arts and 
Crafts, First Aid, Special Events and Parties, and Literacy Work. 

From November ist to May 31st classes and group activities were 
carried on in the Addison, High, High Street, Naubuc, Neipsic and Was- 
suc schools, and in private homes, with an aggregate attendance of 6559. 
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Activities were Chip Carving, Miscellaneous Arts and Crafts, First Aid, 
Miscellaneous Games and Sports, Chair Caning, English for Aliens, Sew- 
ing and Clubwork. The class work was supplemented by several lectures 
on First Aid and Safety, talks on Literacy work, Craft Exhibits, and 
special group programs. 

At the Williams Memorial there was aggregate participation of 25,009 
‘with 7421 spectators. Activities included Chip Carving, Chair Caning, 
Miscellaneous Arts and Crafts, Bowling, Basketball. Badminton, Baseball, 
Soft Ball, Volley Ball, Ping-pong and Table Games. 

During the summer months, the program centered at the High-Acade- 
my-Williams Memorial grounds with supplementary literacy classes in 
various homes and craft classes at the High Street School. Activities 
carried on included: Literacy Work, Arts and Crafts, Games and Sports, 
Puppetry and Marionette Work, Special Events and Hikes. The activity 
count for the 276 sessions was 10,849, with 3958 spectators at 64 sessions. 

The’ program cooperated with the Board of Selectmen in the main- 
taining of a Municipal Golf Course. This activity is proving to be very 
worthwhile. 

One hundred and ninety-six visits were made to various homes during 
the year in connection with naturalization work and to make better re- 
lations between the citizens and non-citizens of the town. Six’ persons 
received their first naturalization papers as a result of the literacy- 
naturalization work, and seventeen persons received their second papers. 
In addition, thirteen persons were assisted with first paper applications 
and twenty-nine persons with applications for second papers. 

Among our objectives this year were the following: 

1. To study and find community needs in the field of adult education 
and recreation in Glastonbury. 

2. To work with community groups in carrying out community needs 
and interests. 

3. To develop a program which fits in with the permanent education- 
al and recreational system of the town. 

4. To integrate with and help develop existing educational and recre- 
ational services further. 

5. To develop a well-rounded leisure time program. 

6. To start and carry on exploratory and demonstrational groups for 
classes. 

The federal government paid salaries to the amount of $9,697.32 to 
an average of six instructors, one clerk, two janitors and one supervisor. 
The town furnished buildings, heated and lighted, and supplied miscel- 
laneous equipment and material. 

We feel that definite progress in adult education and recreation has 
been made during the year. The literacy, craft and physical activity 
classes. especially, showed still greater interest than during the previous 
years. We hope that during the coming year we can continue to improve 
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our program, until Glastonbury has a complete Adult Education and Recre-- 
ation Service. |
